CURRENT TRENDS 
Week Ending 6 October 1945 


The admiesion rate for All Causes dropped thie week. The curve stands below the curve for the corresvonding 
period of 1944. The highest rate (614) was reported by the 9th District; the lowest rate (350) was reported by 
the l2th District. 


A slight decrease wes noted in the incidence this week for respiratory diseases. The rate 123.9 compares 
favorably with the rate 139.0 for the corresponding week of 1944, The trend was up in six of the twelve reports. 
The highest rate (213.8) was reported by the 9th District; the lowest rate (55.8) was reported by the 4th District. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE There was a slight drop this week in the admission rate for these 
infections. This rate 79.4 compares most favorably with the rates 135.00, 111.00 and 97.35 for the corresponding 
period of 1942, 1943, end 1944 respectively. The highest rate (123.8) wes reported by the 6th District; the 
lowest rate (41.5) was reported by the 4th District. 


PNEUMONIA--BRONCHO AND LOBAR. Following a drop last week, the admission rate for these infections rose 
this week to the level of the week of Sep,8. Thies rate 2.0 though comparing favorably with the rates 4.1 and 
4,2 for the corresponding weeks of 1942 and 1943 respectively, compares unfavorably with the 1944 rete of 1.0. 
The highest rete (7.8) was reported by the 3rd District. The 4th and 7th Districts reported no cases. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL, There was @ slight decrease in the incidence for this disease. The curve stands 
above the curve for the corresponding weeks of 1943 and 1944. The highest rate (7.3) was reported by the 9th 
District. The 4th and 13th Districts reported no cases. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. The admission rate for these diseases was reported again this week 
at 39.3. This rate compares unfavorably with the rate 38.0 for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest 
rate (99.8) is reported again by the 9th District; the lowest rate (12.5) was reported by the 7th District. 


SCARLET FEVER. The rate for this disease has been revorted at 1.4 for three consecutive weeks. This rate 
compares most favorably with the rates 6.5 and 6.0 for the corresvonding weeks of 1943 and 1944 respectively. 
The trend was up only in the 9th and 12th Districts and the Potomac and Severn River Commands. The highest rate 
(7.3) was reported by the 9th District. The lst, 4th, 6th, and 7th Districts reported no cases. 


CEREBROSPINAL FEVER, MENINGOCOCCIC. An admission rate of 0.0 was reported for this disease this week, 
Only one district, the 12th, reported cases with a rate of (0.2). 


MEASLES. The rate for this disease is reported again this week at 0.70. The curve stands above the curve 
for the corresponding weeks of 1943 and 1944, The highest rate (1.7) was reported by the 9th District, The 
lst, 3rd, 4th, and 7th Districts and the Potomac and Severn River Commands reported no cases, 


POLIOMYELITIS, ANTERIOR, ACUTE. Wo poliomyelitis cases were reported this week by the Continental Shore 
Stations, The cumulative total for this disease for all Continental Shore Stations, January 1, 1945 to 
October 6, 1945 stands at 2h.
